Tba speaker of tba house had takou tha 
precaution to prohibit tha sale of in toxi­ 
catin g drin ks in the house restauran t un til 
after adjourn men t and one chara tertetic 
of previous adjourn m en ts was conspicuous 
by its absence. 
There was a very full at 
Undance in the galleries, 
but a sparse 
show of senators an d members an d the 
usual rush to try 
and got “little bills 
through in the hurry of adjourn m en t day, 
en d also some filibustering. 
Tha senate commenced the day with a 
debate as to whether the adjourn m en t reso­ 
lution should be considered or a day fixed 
in the n ext session for the consideration of 
the Kads’ ship railw ay bill, an d com pro­ 
mised by going into executive session, the 
doors reopening a little before 12 o’clock. 
In the m eantime the presiden t's secretary 
arrived with the announcem ent of the ex­ 
ecutive approval of the deficiency, sundry 
civil, and river and harbor bill» , with sev­ 
eral other* of lasss importance. 
The polit­ 
ical disabilities of S. M. Barton an d Benja­ 
m in P. Lojrall, of V irginia, were retnovad, 
an d a join t resolution providing for the 
subsistence an d travelin g expenses of agents 
of the labor bureau for last July 
w ai 
adopted. 
The first sensation of the day occurred 
when, according to custom, H arris offered 
a resolution com plim entary to the president 
of the senate 
Hawley was in the chair, 
an d declared the resolution adopted, when, 
to every h oly’s surprise, ltiddleborger got 
the floor an d objected th a t a quorum had 
n ot voted, an d demanding that a quorum be 
obtained before the resolution be declared 
adoptad. 
Rlddleberger was correct in bis 
statem en t, and to get out of an em bar­ 
rassing position, the senate took r¿cess until 
1 p. m. 
The V irginia senator was not ou 
hand when the senate reassembled, and the 
resolution went through without trouble. 
1 be house bill for the relief of soldiers of 
the Twelfth Michigan volunteers dishonor­ 
ably discharged was then passed, and a n ­ 
other recess taken un til 2:110 p. n r, a com­ 
m ittee consisting of Edmunds an d H arris 
having previously !» een appointed to w ait 
upon the president and in form him that the 
senate awaitod his pleasure. Upon reassem­ 
bling, tin* committee reported having, in 
c ompany with a sim ilar committee of the 
house, perform ed its duty, the president 
sayin g lh at he had nothing further to say, 
aud that ho congratulated congress on the 
close of its labors. 
The conference committee on the fortifi­ 
cations bill reported failure to < orno to an 
agreem ent with tho house committee, and 
th at settled the bill for this session, and tho 
senate again took recess. 
Filibustering 
commenced us soon us the senate reassem 
bled and continued until the chair rose, 
gavel in band, and made the following short 
address: 
•S i.nators :

Thia has aroused the other saloonkeepers, 
and an organisation has been perfected 
with tbe intention of putting a stop to 
cueap beer. 
A call is made upon the brew­ 
ers to stop furnishing beer to the cheap 
enJ oooa and unless it is done, there is to b* 
a retaliation.

Anarchists was H T. Malkoff, a Russian 
journalist 
He teetifled that he is a corre­ 
spondent of The Moecow Gaiette; that he 
baa worktd on The Daily Newa and The Ar 
beiter Zeitung of thia city ; that hi« asso­ 
ciates hers hare chiefly been among the 
Socinlista, and that Spiee obtained a posi­ 
tion for him in the eouth previous to 18*4. 
He had made the acquaintance of Spiee 
through writing to him to aek him if be 
would use an article on tbe subject of revo­ 
lutionary aocietiea in Ruaaia. 
Tha croaa- 
examination brought out the fact that in 
tbe letter to Spiee Malkoff aaid ha waa “ a 
proletariat in the fulleat aenae of the woi d,” 
but he inalsted that ho meant by the term 
' proletariat'* a poor man—a man withojt 
money. 
He had never been a member of 
any revolutionary society.

stood. 
On tbe erose examination Holloway 
became completely demoralized, and mixed 
up the defendants and their utterances in 
tbe most extraordinary manner. 
He in­ 
dicated Schwab as the first, Fielden as tbs 
second and Parsons as the third and last 
speaker.

a ir tbs witness was completely broken 
down and discredited. 
Henry Lindemeyer, a calci miner, testified 
that be looked for a brush in the closet in 
Spies' office on May 4 and did not see any 
dynamite there. 
He would have seen it if 
it had been there. 
[Tbe object of this testi­ 
mony was to lay the foundation for tbe 
proposition that tbe police put the dyna ­ 
mite in Spies* closet themselves] 
Adolph Scbnert testified in German. 
He 
said be he held a conversation with Scbnau- 
belt a t the Hay market meeting 
aoout 
twenty minutes before tbe bomb exploded. 
Schnaubelt told tbe witness that they de­ 
sired some German speakers, but he wauted 
to go away and asked tbe witness to go with 
him. 
The witness, however, did not go, 
but August Krueger did. 
William Snyder, the next witness, said 
he was arrested on May 8 and bad been in 
jail ever since. 
He knew all the defendants 
and was with Fielden on the wagon when 
the bomb exploded. 
Witness and Fielden 
then went to the alley, where he lost 
Fielden. 
He bad his bands on Fielden all 
the time till they reached the alley, and 
Fielden did not fire and could not have fired 
without hitting tbe witness. 
The police 
did all tbe shooting. 
Thin witness, before 
being taken out, went over to the prisoners 
and shook han^s with them all. 
Tbe next witness was a gray-haired, 
smootb-ahaven man named Thomaa Brown. 
He bad alao been ccnüned in jail since May 
S. 
He believed in Socialism, and bad been 
a member of the American group of Inter­ 
national workingmen for a year and a half. 
When tbe bomb exploded be was with Par­ 
sons and bis wife in Zepfa saloon. 
Fiacher 
waa there also. 
Ho never bslonged to an 
armed section ; never drilled and never used 
dynamite, 
on cross-examination tbe wit­ 
ness said be met Parsons shortly after the 
explosion, who told him he thought he (Par- 
sous) bad better leave for a while. 
The 
witneas then loaned Persona $ •>. 
Henry W. Spies, a brother of August 
Spies, tbe defendant, waa next called. 
Ho 
went to tbe meeting with bis brother 
August, and was with him all through it. 
He did not see Schwab, but Schnaubelt was 
with bini and his brother.

A reporter desirous of ob taining *ome in­ 
formation in regard to the old clothes trade 
in Brooklyn called on a local dealer. 
The re­ 
porter's ob liging informant was found sur­ 
rounded b y huge piles of clothing. 
He was 
intelligent and seemed to thoroughly under­ 
stand his b usiness. 
After making the re­ 
porter promise n» <t to mention his name, he 
said: 
“At certain seasons of the year the old 
clothe* b usiness is b etter than at others. 
More trade is don© during April than in 
fdmost nil the other months of the year put 
together. 
In April, gentlemen sinnl 
the 
clothes worn all winter and don spring at­ 
tire. The clothing that has l« x*n worn in 
cold weather is, of course, unfit to wear » lur­ 
ing the heated term, and is usually pretty 
well used up. 
Tiie prudent man, rather than 
put his winter clothes away, and in the fall 
take them out moth-eaten, se lla them. I know 
men who can well afford a dozen suits, b ut 
w ho hav e none other Imt the one on their b ack. 
When they get a new one the old suit is sold 
or giv en away. It seems strange, b ut rough, 
common clothes are more v aluab le to dealers 
than fine fab rics. Fine b roadcloth suit« are 
not salab le when they b ecome a little worn. 
Much of our trade is done with poor people, 
who prefer rough to fine clothing.” 
“Are the clothe* 1 naught b y Brooklyn » hal­ 
ers all salab le hero again?" 
“Oh, no; a b ig trade is, of course, done with 
residents, b ut a larger part of the old clothes 
purchase» ! or« * sent south or to Irelan» L Since 
the war a large trade has l***n done with tin* 
colored i**»»pb* of that section. 
A color» *» ! 
man, I think, would prefer aseeond-hand suit 
of clothes to a new one*. 
iiIko b uy 
ev erything of a lou« l pattern ob tainab le. 
The tra» le with Irelatul ha* of late years al­ 
most died out. In former years an» l during 
the famines, b usiness with tho Emerald Isle 
was b risk. 
Many strange and incredib le 
scenes are often enacted in old clothes deal­ 
ers' shops. 
There is one b ranch of the b usi­ 
ness which I don’t think i* done so much here 
as in New York. This is called the change 
act, Chatham street and the Bowery contain 
many dealers who make a specialty of the 
change trade. 
T11E “CHANGE ACT” EXPLAINED. 
“Tho change act consists of changing a 
good suit of clothes 
fo r an inferior one, uinl 
in receiv ing a sum of money as an equiv alent 
for the difference in v alue of the two suits. 
When a man is b roke he will do anything to 
get money, and if he has a good suit and 
knows the ropes, he soon disposes of his own 
good clothes for some of inferior quality. 
For instance, if a man enters my place with’a 
$40 suit of clothe* on his b ack, and I trail» * 
him one worth $ 10, I can well afforil to giv e 
him $5 or fs cash to b oot. Some fashionab le 
gentlemen who arc seen in a dozen different 
suits each month own b ut one. 
“The manner in which they are enab led to 
cut a swell is as follows* 
Some old cloth« « 
dealers do a i » awmb roking b usiness in a mild 
way. 
If a man has a good suit he can, b y 
laying a small sum, alwgy» exchange it for 
one of tnjual « juality, and Still not lose all 
ownership in his original suit. 
After he has 
worn the suit hired a few day» he can, b y 
paying a sum, wear still another suit. 
This 
arrangement can b e continued indefinitely, 
and finally the lessee, if he desires, can hav e 
retume» ! to him his original suit. 
I hav e 
one customer, an impecunious young man, 
who is well known in society. 
If he is going 
out in the ev ening and wishes to appear in 
full dress, he comes here, leav es the suit of 
clothes he has l>een wearing and » ions one of 
my dress suits. 
In the early morning the 
young man again appears, takes off the drees 
suit and puts on his own cloth» « . For the ac- 
eommcxiation I charge only a small fee.” _ 
Brooklyn Eagle.

Then comes the series of questions which
